The Stinger Foundation is an independent non - profit corporate 


foundation whose money goes to the university. The Stinger Foun- 
dation differs from an auxiliary foundation which is controlled by the 
university and the Chancellor's Oftice 


Clemons said that “foundation” in the Stingers case is “merely a 


term” since the Stinger F oundation is fully incorporated. Being anon - 
profit corporate foundation, Clemons said. aliows companies to 


match their employees donations to the foundation. He added that the

Five Instructionally Related 
Activities budget requests total 
ing $4.385 were denied by the 
California State University and 
Colleges Chanceilor's Office 
Jan. 30. The office refused to 
approve funds for activities 
recommended by the CSU 
IRA Advisory Committee 

The committee, acting in ad 
visOry Capacity to CSUS 
President Lloyd Johns 
recommended funding for the 
following activities 


CSUS Pep Squad $2,325 
Student Art Gallery $900 
Child Care $900 
Community Gardens.... . $500 
Government 1 Lab....... $400 
Video Training $260 


The only project of the six 
accepted by the Chancelior's 
Office for the 1980-81 IRA 
budget was the Student Gallery 
The Gallery was judged “con- 
sistent with existing guidelines, 
providing the exhibits are 
iconnected to degree 
programs,” according to a Jan 
30 letter to Johns. The Gallery 
required ‘‘no special 
Chancetior's Office approval.” 

Johns called the gallery item 
an “important adjunct to 
instruction,” agreeing with the 


Surface 

Peitier said the state has ali the 
elements which could lead to 
turtion a Dudget crisis, a non - 
election year and the popularity of 
iscal conservatism. However, he 
noted that the trustees board is on 
record as being opposed to im- 
position of tuition. Under present 
law, the board can legally imposea 
$25 tuition, though anything above 
that would require an act of the 
iegisiaiure 

Glazer explained that when the 
governor was putting together his 
budget. he asked each state 
agency to submit a three percent 
cut, for CSUC $30 million 

Even though our Board of 
Trustees is against tuition 
Chancelior (Glenn) Dumke orally 
submitted to the Department of 
Finance a $25 tuition as a solution 
to this budget crunch,” Glazer 
said. ‘| persGnally have concerns 
about that 

Glazer labeled this 
ministrative flexibility as 
biggest threat to 
However Peitier said the 
Chancellor was within his rights 
because there is a “caveat in our 
position that says as long as ade- 
quate state financing exists, we're 
opposed to tuition. That gives him 
the legal room to go around talking 
about it, because when people are 
talking about a $30 million cut in 
dur Dudget, it's up to him to inter- 
pret whether that means the 
quality of education is going to be 
seriously endangered.” 

Peltier also said it would be 
wrong for students to oppose the 
increase in the Student Services 
Fee because they originally agreed 
on it.

Judged by the Chancetior’s Office as non - instructionally 
related, the Pep Squad was denied $2,325 in IRA funds. The Pep 
Squad’s request was the largest of six requests, four cf which 


were aiso denied 


Dr. Anthony J. Moye, Assistant Vice Chancelior of Education 
Programs and Resources said, “It's not a matter of saying no to 
five: it’s a matter of saying yes to one.” 

The one approved item was a request for the Student Gallery. 

According to a letter from Moye sent to CSUS President W 
Lloyd Johns explaining the Chancellor's Office action, “The Pep 
Squad item is, of course, not direct instruction, but neither, as 
far as we are abie to tell, is it instructionally reiated.” 

“In particular, participants are not gaining experiences which 
are supplementary to academic programs and course work in 
which they themselves are enrolled 

“We therefore, advise against using IRA fee monies for this

The men's basketball team will 
face a must - win situation this 
weekend as they play host to two 
powerful rivals .from the Far 
Western Conference 

On Friday night, the Hornets 
will battle league leading CSU 
Chico. Then, on Saturday, they will 
tangle with a very tough Humboidt 
State squad. A loss to either of 
these teams would virtually

The Hornets, who sport a 2-4 
FWC mark (5-16 overall), haven't 
lost a jeague game on their home 
court this year. However, earlier 
this season, the Hornets lost to 
both teams up north. Chico simply 
overpowered them, 73-63, while 
Humboldt breezed to an 80-63 vic 
tory 

For the first time this year 
weve realiy loosened up on 
offense, and we're playing our best 
nasketball commented head 
coach Jack Heron. “Team morale 
is at its highest this season.” 

As they go into this crucial 
weekend. the Hornets will be 
without several players who have 


left the team for various reasons 

Missing will be the board 
strength of Seniors Butch 
Treadwell and Darnell Anderson 
as well as the ball handling skills of 
guards Rich Johnson and Ken 
McCarty. McCarty and Anderson 
have been declared ineligible by 
the NCAA for insufficient semester 
units. Treadwell left the team last 
week after the NCAA upheld his 
eligibility status. Johnson has 
been forced to red - shirt the year 
because of a nagging ankle injury 
By red - shirting, Johnson remains 
eligible for next year, while the 
other three have used their four 
years of college eligibility. It still 
remains unclear why Treadwell jeft 
the squad 

Against Chico. the Hornets will 
face three of the league's top 
scorers: Rickey Knight (17.3), Der- 
rick Armstrong (17.0), and Mike 
Alston (16.0) With the two big men 
gone (Anderson and Treadwell) 
the Hornets will rely heavily on 
Headiey Chambers and Aaron 
Hines.
